024, Loc. JN41ka), between May 7-15th. Activity will be on 160-6 meters, using 3 
stations on HF and | station on 6 meters. 


They plan to use CW, SSB and RTTY. Each station will be a FT450 with an Acom 
1010 using Micro Ham and PC. 


Antennas include 6m Yagi Beam, Spider Beam for 30-10m, 4 square for 40m, vertical 
for 80m (K9AY) and an Inverted L for 160m plus a Beverage.
